Enclosed are the BASIC Interpreter source code for your interrogation. 
Each diskette has a submit file for assembly of the routines on that diskette. 
If you assemble these files to a common diskette and submit BASIC (disk) from 
diskette BAS86.130 a load module will be constructed. 


Each diskette is double density ISIS II compatible. I suggest you make 
listings using XMACRO-86 (from diskette BAS86.130). You will need to modify 
the submit files on the source diskettes to provide listings. 
- File INFO.BAS on diskette BAS86.130 will describe BASIC's general structure. 
As available, I will be sending you source that is more appropriate to your 
particular system. In the interim, this source should be valuable in answering 
many of your questions.
